City, both of the Furness Line, which 
are now in port here.

to raise the steamer.

The ex- 
periments, it is believed, go to show 
conclusively that cattle can be affect- 
ed with human tuberculosis. They also 
Indicate that the children from whom 
the two most virulent cultures were 
obtained were eJther infected 
from 


bovine sources or that certain forms 
of human tubercle bacilli are Indlstin- 
gnlshnhle from bovine tmdllt. The bu- 
reau states that Its experiments not 
only justify but show the desirability 
of a rigid enforcement of public reg- 
ulations looking to the control and 
eradication of tuberculosis In cattle.

Probably tliere is little use lu inrpiir- 


luf whether it was the htiu or the egg 
that came first.

matter is receiving much public alien- 
lion, it may

times that corporations and big busi- 
ness interests are the source of political 
corruption in 
lhit> 
country. 
Since , 


most of the tainted measures deal with 
the atl'uir* of big business, u.nd since 
paupers obviou.-ly cannot pay bribes, 
this charge is often thoughtlessly ue- 
cepled us irue, and u good many citi- 
zens form an impression Ihat the big 
business man begins his day's work by 
inquiring with anticipatory zeal: "Weil 
whom can be bribe tills fiiienoun?"— 
complacently rubolng hl» hands the 
while. 


You have only to u=k the lirst big 


business man you meel lo discover 
that ihe fact is pathetically dillerent 
from this predatory tuney; lhat the 
corporation man, s"i far from setting 
om guyly to seek whom he may cor- 
lupi, does his corrupting most of the 
time when standing in the corner of 
his olllce with tlie furniture piled in 
front of him, looking into tlie mouth 
of a blunderbuss thai has beeu thrust 
over the;barricade. Aud ihe resi of the 
iluie he corrupts not because he 
ig 


worse thau his neighbors, but because 
he is uo better. 


To briug it home, there was Judsnu, 


as modest aud virtuous aud financially 
iusignlrtciut acilueu at ever abhorred 
bribery and forgot to register. 
There 


came a time in the ward when the gar- 
bage man simply couldn't see Judsou's 
cau although it overflowed until it was. 
theiiuost conspicuous object m the al ley 
The good citizen complained lo the de- 
partment, told hl» trouble to the police- 
man, aud even wrote a letter to the 
editor, signing it "Chestnut Street.1' 
HearorOln the night to waylay aud up- 
braid the garbage man, who told him 
to chafe himself for a cheap skate, aud 
drove on. All this cost Judsou time, 
worry and nervous euergy. Also the 
man on the corner lodged a complaint 
agaiust them for maintaining a unsani- 
tary nuisance aud he got a notice from 
the health otlice.

Take now the 
case of one of the biggest of concerns. 


Formerly tliere was an enterprising 


board of aldermen in Chicago win did 
a thriving trade in granting themselves 
public ulility franchises,gas being ihcir 
favorite. Leading lights in the band 
were denounced UK boudlers in print and 
in speech time without number; und 
though nobody was ever convicted,their 
shoes certainly lilted the Irucks in Ihe 
snow around the ravished lien house.

"Among the progressive party espe- 


cially, women are regarded witli high 
respecl. liut the governmenl is un- 
friendly lo women's progress, und looks 
w ith suspicion upon the higher educa- 
tion,regarding it us likely to inspire wo- 
men with ideas hostile to autocracy. 


-'Any woman who tries to do benevo- 


lent worK among tlie peasants has to 
meet many dillicullies, und is lucky if 
her work in not summarily stopped by 
Ihe government. 


"A .Mrs. Onspeinkaya had for years 


devoted herself lo going about among 
tiie villages, teaching the women to 
make <-arpels, to weave, to embroider, 
etc. Her work was like that of the arts 
and cratts movement in Ihe United 
States. 


"In the famine of 1901 philanthropic 


persons guve her money with which lo 
feed tlie starving peasantry, und she 
went about among the villages, estab- 
lishing relief kitchens.
